Washington. April 12.— The Re 
DeWitt Talmage, D. I)., the noted 
Presbyterian divine, died at 9 
o'clock to-night at Ins residence in 
this city. It had been evident for 
some days that there was no hope 
for his recovery. 

Dr. Talmage's Eventful Life. 

Thomas DeWitt Talmage was 
born January 7, 1832, at Bound 
Brook, N. J. He was educated in 
the University of the City of New 
York and was graduated from the 
New Brunswick Theological semi 
nary in 1856. His first pastorati 
was at Belleville, N. J., in the 
Presbyterian church In 1859 hi 
went to Syracuse, N. Y„ and ir 
1862 became located in Philadel 
phia. There he remained seven 
yearn, when he was called to the 
pastorate of the Central Presby- 
terian church in Brooklyn. 

Dr. Talmage remained in Brook, 
lyn until about eight years ago. It 
was during his Brooklyn pastorate 
that Dr. Talmage gained his great 
est fame. There he gathered large 
numbers of followers and acquired 
a national reputation for effectiv* 
but rather sensational pulpit ora 
tor. His sermons were widely rea< 
and soon Dr. Talmage was called 
upon to furnish his sermons in ad- 
vance for publication simultaneous- 
ly in the Monday morning papers 
throughout the country . This in 
volved great labor. Dr. Talmage 
| took several tours about the world. 
I He wrote bis sermons far in a 
1 vance and preached them wherev. 
he chanced to be, whether on tl 
ocean or in India. * 

Dr. Talmage's congregation 
Brooklyn built him a church in 1870 
having a capacity of 3,400, so great 
waa the demand to hear him, near 
ly every visitor to New York cross- 
ing over to Brooklyn to hear him 
This building was soon enlarged tt 
accommodate 500 more people. Tht 
next year it was destroyed by fire. 
Then the congregation built a 
church w ith a seatiog capacity of 
5,000, and it was often filled to the 
utmost. 

For many years, so great wi 
the demand, Dr. Talmage al 
preached on Sunday afternoons 
i the Academy of Music in New Yor 

his Brooklyn church. After t 
second bunring of his church inl'X 
Dr. Talmage preached in tl 
J Academy of Music and devou 
t few years to travel.

He rallied, how- 
ver, and was out driving a week 

Ic the last few days his condition 
ad grown rapidly worse and was 
■bounced precarious last night 
byhis physicians. 
The end came peaceably, he bV 
g conscious almost to the last. 
The whole city and state are in 
mourning. The capitol building 
and many private residences are 
being draped in crape. 

Wade Hampton was one of the 
seven surviving lieutenant general 
of the Confederacy, the others being 
Gordon and Longstreet of Georgia, 
of Mississippi, Bucknerof Ken- 
tucky, Lee of Virginia, and Wheel- 
of Alabama. He was one of the 
greatest men ever produced by 
South Carolina. As a general in 
the Confederacy, as governor and 
as United States senator he 
achieved splendid records. 

His work as a statesman equaled 
his career as a soldier. To Ham] 
ton more than any other man Wi 
due th<; reclamation of the state ; 
the close of the re-construction 
period. He organized the best peo- 
ple of the state and wrested the 
reins of power from the carpet-bag 
regime. 

A few years ago his home burned, 
but although aged and poor, he re- 
fused to allow the people of South 
ilina to rebuild it for him by 
popular subscription.

Desperate and Fatal Fight Be- 
tween Farmers Near Haw- 



Jas. D Brown, a prominent and 
well known farmer living in the 
western part of the county, was shot 
and killed late Thursday afternoon 
by Wm. Pulley, a tenant 
bis farms. 

Pulley had worked for him last 
year and steps had been taken by 
Brown to evict him this spring, as 
he refused to vacate. 

In the forenoon Brown stopped 
payment on Pulley's share of crop 
of tobacco. 

Oa the evening in question, the 
men met in the road near Pulley's 
, which was about three quar- 
of a mile from Brown's 

•ulley's wife and daughter were 
•^only witnesses and the evi- 
" e of thejatter at the coroner's 
inquest makes a very bad case 
against her father. 

Nora Pulley testified as follows: 
j"Wm. Pulley is my father. My 
age is 19 years. I am unmarried. 
Mr. Brown and my father went to 
deliver the last load of tobacco they 
raised on shares. My father jrot 
£kme about 1 o'clock and he told 
mother that Mr. Brown had stop- 
ped his part of the money that was 
due him out of the sale of the tobac- 
co. About 4 o'clock I saw Mr. 
Baown coming home", as he had to 
passour gate. 1 wasexpecting trou-

could see and hei 
passed between them. Father was 
at the wood pile chopping stove 
wood and Mr. Brown rode up and 
father stopped him and asked him 
why he ha<j tangled his money up. 
I then came down stairs and moth- 
er and myself went out of doors. 
Mr. Brown was sitting on his horse 
and 1 saw him jerk his pistol out, 
but do not know whether it came 
out of his pocket or his saddlebags. 
He fired two shots at father and 
jumped off his horse. Father then 
jerked his pistol out of his hip pock- 
et and shot back at Mr. Brown. 
Mr. Brown then ran and father ran 
after him and kept shooting. He 
ran until be fell. I heard him say 
to father, 'Will please don't shoot 
me.' He was lying on the ground 
begging father not to shoot any 
more, but father kept on up to him 

any threats from either of them." 

Stephen Pulley, aged 11, said 
that he saw his father shoot at 
jjrow.\ and Brown shoot back at 
■SlJfrfl. Did not see Brown Bhoot first. 
Saw Brown running and his father 
shooting at him. Heard Brown 
■ay, "Will please don't shoot me." 
Saw his father shoot him after he 
fell. 

Mrs. Pulley testified, giving about 
the same version as her daughter. 
She said Pulley was mad abjut the 
tobacco. 

J. B. Hopson testified that Pulley 
told him of the killing. 

j^W. B. Maloney stated that he 
and Hopson fouud Brown lying on 
his back across a ditch near the 
road, with his right hand over his 
face and hisleft nand over his heart, 
with his hat pulled over his face. 

f *>He said he picked up at his feet six 
empty hulls from a 32 calibre pis- 
tol. 

THE VERDICT. 
We^he jury summoned by Coro- 
ner AMensworth to inquire into the 
cause of the death of Jas D. Brown, 
fiud from the evidence that he came 
to his death from six wounds in his 



body from a pistol in the hands of 
W. H. Pulley. We turther find that 
said Pulley is guilty of murder.

Brown had $07.50 and a pocket 

knife in his pockets. 

The pistol Pulley used was an 
old fashioned Smith & Wesson, 32 
calibre, rim fire, shooting six 
times. 

The coroner's inquest was held 
Friday, at Brown's home, to which 
his body had been taken 

While the evidence is conflicting 
as to which began the fight, the 
conclusion is irresistible that 
Pulley armed himself while in 
anger over the tobacco matter and 
stopped Brown as he passed and 
either began the trouble or provok- 
ed it and ran the man down to his 
death, shooting him after he fell and 
while begging for his life. Not on- 
ly this, but he stood at the dying 
man's feet and reloaded his pistol 
and afterwards shot him again and 
again, as nine balls were accounted 
for in Brown's body and clothing. I b; 

When it is considered that the | 
witnesses arc all members of Pul- 
ley 's family, the killing has all the 
appearance of a brutal murder. 

Brown fired several shots at ] 
Pulley, probably as he ran, one of 
which struck him in the left shoul- 
der, inflicting a slight wound. Af- 
ter emptying his pisto', Brown 
threw the empty weapon back over 
his shoulder at Pulley. 

There were six wounds in 
Brown's body, five of them fatal. 
One was in the right breast, one in 
the center of breast, one above the 
heart, one in the center of the back, 
one in the left arm from the rear 
and one under the left ear. One 
spent ball was in the lapel of his 
COat. Two hullet holes were found i t 
in the sides of his coat. Nine balls 
took effect and as Pulley's pistol 
was a six-shooter at least three 
balls of the second round must have 
been fired into the prostrate form, 
probably the one in the head and 
those inShe breast as Brown lay 
on his back. Pulley was placed 
under arrest the same night, but on 
account of his wound was not 
brought to jail until Friday. 

Brown was generally known as 
Jim D. Brown and was about 55 
years old. He was a well to-do 
farmer and an influential Republi- 
can. He leaves a family. 

Pulley is about 45 years old. and 
is also a married man. 

The scene of the trouble was near 
Hawkins, a postoftice between Bain- 
bridge and Macedonia. 

Pulley's examining trial 
held next Monday.
